REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS ON BRHALY

Str. Lovuss, Dee. 16.— There is a prospect of 
some lively litigation over the recent election in 
St. Louis, the defeated Republican candidates 
making all sorte of charges of fraud against 
their Democratic competitors. Tbe ball was 
opened to-day by James C. McGinnis, Repub- 
iican nomipee for Judge of the Criminal Court, 
against H. D. Laughlin, ‘Democrat, who 
was installed afew days ago, and this is to be 
made a test case upon which other and more 
important ones will hinge. McGinnis alleges 
that a large number of people not 
legally qualified voters of the City of 
St. Louis, and not lawfully entitled 
to vate, to the number of 2,500 and more, were 
permitted to cast their votes, and voted for 
Lauchlin, which gave him a majority. The rea- 
sons these votes were illegal are said to be: 
First, they were not citizens of the United 
States; second, they had not declared their in- 
tention ot becoming citizens of the United 
States; third. they had not resided in the State 
of Missouri for ove year; fourth, they had not 
resided in the City of St. Louis tor sixty 
days previous to the election; fifth, they 
had not resided for the previous ten 
days in the precinct in which they voted; sixth, 
because they had not registered, and so be- 
come legally qualified according to the Consti- 
tution of tue State. 

ihe names are set forth in the petition to the 
nuuber . stated,-——-2,500,—and the contestant 
states that. he relies on the registration, the 
poll-books, and reliable testimony to prove his 
assertions. The petition also alleges that a 
number of lawful ballots were deposited for 
him by qualified voters tothe number of 3,000, 
wich Were hot counted by the judges and clerks. 
The voting-places are named in which these 
ballots were not counted, and that 2,000 were 
unted for Laughlin which were deposited by 
parties who were not legal voters. Also, that a 
number of ballots were deposited in the boxes 
before the count was made. A number of other 
baliots were deposited which were illegal, be- 
vause tue bad other printed matter on tbem, in 
violation ol the law on this polut. The case ex- 
evtes general interest here, and itis probable 
that some racy developments will ensue from 
the investigation. Experts will be appointed 
to go over the ballots, and considerable light 
will undoubtedly be let in on much of the fraud 
perpetrated at the poles im the municipal elec- 
Lon.

A Day Given to an Investigation of That 


Outrage on Stored Whisky which Is 
Not Traceable to Politicai Exigencies and 
Seven-U p.

Pzoria, III., Dee. 16,—Little was done this 
morning in the Cunningham whisky case. The 
defense put Henry Schwabacher on the stand. 
He testified as follows, which is very favorable 


to the prosecution : 

My name is Henry Schwabacher. I have lived 
here since the year 1862. I am in the liquor busi- 
ness. I bave been in that business since My 
place of business is on Washi street. I know 
of the 11. . — 3 bought the whisky 
from Mr. Cunningham, of Louisville. I did not 
examine the whisky closely at the time I bought 
it. He told me that it was marked 105 
proof. It was four years old. When I got the 
whisky I found it was 10 degrees higher than he 
said it was. We had John H. Morse regauge the 
whisky. I never made a report to the authorities. 
It was seized by a Revenue yd Mr. K. Bridges. 
Mr. Morse te the w „XI. es ex- 
amined the Whisky. The cooberage was not good 
being six - hooped barrels. Good cooperage should 
be eight of ten, The whisky was made in 
the year 1800.

SHERIDAN’S SUIT. 


Judge Wallace Delivers an Opinion which 
Makes the Lieutenant-General Very Easy. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
New York, Dec. 16.—The important feature 
of the Sheridan suit to-day was Judge Wallace’s 
decision as to Gen. Sheridan’s personal respep- 
sibility for his order affecting the Killona Plan- 
tation. Judge Wallace said: “I am clearly of 
opinion that Gen. Sheridan was not justitied, 
under the Reconstruction act, in issuing 
the order he did im this case. He 
was there to protest as against violence and 
turbulence, not to do judicial acts. When he 
issued the order he was not protecced by his 
office. He acted simply as private citizen. Hay- 
ing directed this dispossession without 
authority, Gen. Sheridan is re- 
2 as if he had gone in person with 
é Sheriff and helped to oust Whalen. But 
the most difficult question is, whetner Gen. 
Sheridan can justify in this case under the title 
of.Mark Hoyt. My conclusion is, irrespective

The Cost of Dieting Fixed at 
Twenty-five Cents. 


Harms’ Extras Disposed of at Last--- 
Reporis of County Officers. 


A Move Toward Securing Better 
Petit Jurors. 


The regular weekly meeting of the County 
Board was held yesterday afternoon, all of the 
members present. 

JURORS. 

A committee of attorneys from the Bar Asso- 
ciation. appoivted a week ago, was heard on the 
subject of drawing the jurors for tlie several 
courts. Elliott Anthony spoke for the Com- 
mittee, calltug attention to the fact that juries 
had heretofore been made up of men totally un- 
known, and, for the most part, without occupa- 
tion; and to the further fact that the statutes 
provided that the Board should draw the juries 
at stated times, and that they should be com- 
posed of educated men,—men filling the re- 
quirements of the law in such cases. He did 
not know when the jurors had been drawn in 
the past, but, if there was a box from which 
they were drawn, the Committee wanted to see 
an entire new list made up at Once, and suggested 
that a Special Committee be appointed to make 
out a new list, taking one name from every ten 
names on the poll-list, which should be placed 
in the box to drawn from, etc. He wanted the 
other members to be heard. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said the Board had neglected 
to do their duty in the matter, and, not caring 
for any more speeches, they would remedy the 
trouble in the future. 

Mr. Spofford moved that the whole question 
be referred to the Committce on Public Service, 
and the motion prevailed, and the Committee 
of the Bar Association was subsequently invited 
to co-operate in making out the new jury-list. 

Under the head of unfinished business, Mr. 
Wood's resolution fixing the time of service of 
the recently elected employes at one year was 
called up, whereupon be withdrew it and offer- 
ed as a substitute or amendment that the sev- 
eral heads of departments be required to give 
bond for the faithful execution of their olficeg, 
the amount to be fixed by the Board. The sub- 
stitute was adopted. 


HARMS. 

Mr. Axars called up bis resolution providing 
for rescinding the action of the Board of over a 
year ago in voting Farmer Harms $141,000 for 
work on the Court-House foundations, and 
moved its adoption. 

Mr. Fitagerald spoke at some length against 
the resolution. reviewing bis connection with

r. Ayars read a lengthy paper reviewing the 
history of the whole transaction. citing Harms’ 
contract to show that the Board could not vote 
him one cent except upon the estimate of the 
Architect, and resdivg a letter from that indi- 
vidual (aiready published) iu which he sai he 
had only certified to the payment of $112,000, 
and Would not certify to a greater allowance, 
because Harms was vot entitied to any more. 

Mr. Wood said from what ne had beard of the 
discussion be was prepared to vote. He was in 
favor of adopting the resolution, and gave bis 
reasons iu a clear, concise manner, and urged 
that, in no event, could the county be injured, 
but, on the contrary, everything seemed to him 
to mdicate that the adoption of the resolution 
would save the people $389.000.

The County Treasurer submitted his semi- 
monthly report. it showed that there was to 
the credit of the General Fund $12,741; Interest 
Fund, old indebtedness, $83,876; Interest Fund, 
new indebtedness (overdrawn,) $8,848; Sinking 
Fund, new indebtedness, $111,216; and Court- 
House Fund. $1,598.

Mr.’ Wood was in favor of the report, and 
hoped that it would be adopted, and that the 
Sheriff would accept the price, believing, as he 
did, that it would afford him a good margin.

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ENGLAND'S PANIC. 

The reports of commercial and industrial 
disasters in England begin to come thick 
and fast. Failures of great houses, the 
closing of great manufacturing establish- 
ments, strikes, destitution and suffering 
among all classes,—this is the burden of the 
song of the telegraph and the correspond- 
ents. It would seem as if the whole fabric 
of British industry is about to tumble in 
pieces. Many causes are assigned for these 
disasters, Mr. Pune D. Armour, of this 
city, who has just returned from Europe, 
declates that the prime cause is competition 
with our cheap provisions. He says that the 
English farmer is paying rent ($10 to $15 
per acre) on land valued at $300 per acre, 
while our farmers produce crops from land 
valued at $20 per acre. It follows that when 
we lay down wheat in Liverpool at $1.08 per 
bushel and pork at 54 cents per pound 
we drive the English farmer to bank- 
ruptey and the laborer to starvation, 
It bas ever bean a cardinal point of Ru- 
gland's policy to otiltivate foreign markets. 
Her whole colonial system was based upon 
the theory of merchandising. When she 
sent out a colony she looked to have them 
become purchasers of British goods. Thus 
the island became a huge workshop for the 
fashioning of cunning contrivances for the 
comfort of mankind. By the hand of her 
artisans she transmuted the world's crude 
products into articles of use and virtu, em- 
bellished to the highest degree, and offered 
them in every market on the face of the 
earth. And for along period British mann- 
factures have held these markets. To 
achieve and maintain this supremacy it was 
necessary to depress the labor market to the 
lowest living limit. In a word, England has 
built up her commercial class at the expense 
of her industrial classes. The policy of ca- 
tering solely to foreign markets has oper- 
ated to restrict home consumption to 
the minimum, because the consumption 
of a people must be in the proportion of its 
scale of labor prices. If the yield of labor 
is great, consumption will be large, but if 
the yield of labor is small, consumption will 
hold a strict relation to it. Until the west- 
ern lands of this country were brought un- 
der cultivation to an extent which furnished 
a vast surplus for exportation, the prices of 
farm products in England were easily sustain- 
able at a fair price, But the cheapness of this 
surplus operates, as Mr. Anmour justly says, 
to crash the farming interest of England. 
And the agricultural interest cannot be 
erushed without producing a great crisis. 
But cheap food in this country produces an- 
other disastrous effect in England. Our 
manufacturing interest has become an im- 
portant one, and cheap food means the cheap- 
ening of manufactures. Hence our manu- 
factures begin to find their way not only to 
foreign markets formerly supplied by England 
but to England itself.. The conclusion is 
perfectly logical that if we can greatly un- 
dersell the British farmer in the Liverpool 
wheat market, we can eventually undersell 
the British manufacturer in all the markets of 
the world. For food is the one great staple 
that enters most largely into the woof of 
every fabric and into the fashioning of every 
article of use or ornament. Cheap food is, 
then, the key with which our manufacturers 
will altimately open the door for their wares 
to all the markets of Christendom. 

The law of entail is the canker which is 
destroying the life-blood of the English 
people. Exmenxsoy, in his English Traits,” 
under the title “‘ Aristocracy,” says: Pal 
aces, halls, villas, walled parks all over En- 
giand rival the splendor of Royal seats.

The proprietor never saw them or lived in 
them. Primogeniture built these sumptuous 
piles, and I suppose it is the sentiment of 
every traveler, as it was mine, Twas well 
to come ere this were gone.’ Primogeniture 
is a cardinal rule of English property and 
institutions. Laws, customs, manners, the 
very persons and faces, affirm it.” It is this 
law of primogeniture which has massed all 
the real property of England in a few hands, 
made the farmer a tenant, and the laborer 
an ignorant pauper in little better condition 
as to the comforts of life han the occupants 
of his pigstye. It was this condition of 
things that drew forth Go.tpsmira’s bitter 
sentiment uttered in such smooth verse :

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THE INTER-STATE COMMERCE BIL. 

We have received from Toledo the fellow- 
ing letter concerning some remarks wi had 
on the Inter-State Commerce bill p by 
the House of Representatives a few: a 
ago. The letter reads: 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 8 

Totspo, O.. Dec. 14.—You are wrong in your 
construction of Sec. 4 of the Inter-State Com- 
merce bill, which reads as foilows: It shall be 
unluwfal for any person or persons engaged in the 
transportation of property, etc.. to charge or re- 
ceive any greater compensation per car-lead of 
similar property for carry, etc., the same for a 
shorter than fer a longer distance in one continu- 
ous carriage.“ This simply means, as an example. 
that the Lake Shore, making a rate of 35 cents 
from Chicago to New York, shail not make a rate 
over 35 cents from LaPorte, Elkhart, etc., to New 
York. See Mr. Reagan's explanation in Congres- 
sienal Hecord. W. G. H. 

The text of the bill was published in Tue 
Trrsunz yesterday, and differs quite ma- 
terially from the synopsis of the bill sent by 
telegraph in the report of the action of the 
House. The part of the bill covering the 
rates to be charged on long and short dis- 
tances is in the fourth section, which reads : 


That it shall be unlawful for any person or 2 
sons engaged in the trausportation of property, as 
provided in the first section of this act, to charge 
or receive any greater compensation per car-load 
of similar proverty for carrying, receiving; stor- 
ing, forwarding, or handling the same for a 
shorter than fora longer distance in one continu- 
ous carriage. 


As the bill was reported by telegraph, this 
section was represented as providing that 
the compensation should in no case be less 
per mile for long distances than was charged 
for short distances. To this provision Tun 
Tarpune objected. But the bill does not 
contain any such provision; on the con- 
trary, it has nothing to say about mileage at 
all. The Dill in Sec. 9 thus disclaims any 
reference to any interference in the matter 
of local rates or traffic within one State ex- 
clusively : 

Sec. 9, That nothing in this act shall apply to 
the carriage, receiving, storage, handling, or for- 
9 of property less than an ordinary car- load. 
or wholly within one State or Territory, and not 
destined for carria 
or going to or com 
or to property carried for the United States at lower 
rates of freight and charges than for the general 
public, or to the transportation of articles free or 
at reduced rates of freight for charitabie purposes, 
2 oe 2 from public fairs and expositions for exhi- 

The effect of- Sec. 4 is confined exclusively, 
therefore, to the rates which it may be law- 
ful to exact between terminal points extend- 
ing over two or more States. Thus it shail 
not be lawful to charge more per car from 
Peoria to New York than from St. Louis to 
New York; no more per car from Danville 
or Champaign, II., to Philadelphia, New 
York, or Boston than from Kansas City or 
St. Louis to these points. The railroad com- 
panies may fix what rate they please from 
any point to another, but they are prohib- 
ited by this bill from charging more for the 
shorter distance than for the longer. Thus 
the company may charge as much per car 
from Elkhart or LaPorte, in Indiana, to New 
York, as from Chicago to New York, but 
shall not charge any more. They may charge 
as much per car from Toledo or Detroit to 
New York as from Chicago, but not any 


more. They may charge as gnuch per car 


in another State or Territory. 
from some foreign country,

e any more. The bill permits 
the transportation companies to move cattle- 
trains from Kansas City to New York or 
other points East at whatever rate per car 
they and the shippers may agree; but it 
prohibits them charging any higher rate per 
car for the transportation of similar trains 
from East St. Louis, or Peoria, or Chicagp, 
to the same points East. Kates of transpor- 
tation are not established by mileage; the 
companies are at liberty to make any rate 
they please between terminal points, but the 
rate per car for the long distance is made 
the unit, and the company is not permitted 
to exceed that rate per car for any shorter 
distance.

Strange to say, Messra Alpen, Bren- 
wo, and Harrison, ef Chicago, voted 
against this bill. We suppose they had some 
good reason therefor; bué to an intelligent 
obseryer of the persistent efforts to make 
Chicago a mere way statien, and to subject 
trade to and from this city to discriminating 
extortions, the reason is not readily under- 
stood. The Illinois members voting for the 
bill were Boyp, Fort, HARTZELL, Hara, 
Mane, Sram, Sram, Tron, and 
Townsnenp, Messrs. Burcnarv, Cannon, 
Epex, Hewxpgersoxs, and Morrison voted 
against the ball. No part of the country 
stands more seriously in need of just such a 
law as this as do the States lying between 
the Ohio and Missouri Rivers. The whole 
railroad transportation between the States 
east and west of the Missouri River passes 
over these States. On all freight trom 
the East to more western points the 
rates per car are less than to points 
in Ohio, Indiana, IIinois, and Wis- 
consin; on all freights to States east of 
the Alleghanies the rates are less per car 
than from Chicago, Milwaukee, or other 
points in Indiana, IIlinqis, or Wisconsin. 
Between the two blades of the shears these 
States are shorn severely, | 

The objection, and the only, serious one, 
urged im the debate to the bill was that it 
destroyed competition. The bill prohibits 
combination, and prohibits the pooling of 
receipts, and the attempt to explain that 
this prevented competition was a complete 
failure. The bill leaves eyery railroad free 
to charge on through freights whatever it 
thinks proper to demand; this and the pro- 
hibition of the pooling of receipts neces- 
sarily forces every road to ‘compete for the 
business. Where there is combination there 
is never any competition, and, where com- 
petition is necessary to the transaction of 
business, the general public will never be 
subjected to extortion and discrimination. 
The bill is a wise one, a most necessary 
and timely one, ard we trust it will be 


promptly passed by the Senate. 


GOLD WIN SMITH ON “UNIVERSAL SUF- 
FRAGE. 


The administration of government in the 
United States and the methods and prac- 
tices of our social life are becoming favorite 
topics with English writers. We have re- 
cently printed several of these speculations, 
criticisms, and comments, some of which 
showed close observation and made valuable 
suggestions. Too many of them, however, 
have been written by Englishmen who 
made flying trips through the country and 
looked at things through English spectacles. 
Now and then we get the deductions of a 
man competent to judge, and of this class 
are the observations of Prof. Gotpwin 
Burr, printed in our last issue, who has 
resided in this country long enough to treat 
the subject from an intelligent standpoint. 

The special topic to which Prof. Surrn 
devotes himself is uni vert u suffrage, and 
while he, in common with many thoughtful 
and observing Americans, is convineed that 
it has failed in some respects and in others 
has produced serious evils, he does not 
think that the strength or integrity of the 
American Government are thereby impaired, 
or that there are any grounds for despair as 
to the workings of the American system of 
government. On the other hand he sees, 
what must strike even a superficial observer, 
that in the self-control of its people lies its 
safety, aud that a Government which can go 
through the most perilous crises, such as th 
Givil War and the second election of Mr. 
Laincoun, without ‘suspending the ordinary 
course of law, except at the very scene of 
war, and without resort tq. violent forms of 
repression or vindictive pehalties, has foun- 
dations- in the free allegiance of its 
people which cannot be seriously shak- 
en, Again, notwithstgnding the preva- 
lence dishonest? and corruption, 
he does abt believe that this evil strikes 
at the pots of dem because he finds 
e past . a third of the 
public debt has been paid, the interest great- 
ly reduced, {axation lightened, and credit 
raised to a first-class, and that on the whole 
property is secure, right is done between 
suitors, crime is punishe@ and confidence in 
the judiciary is generally felt,“ and these 
results he does not believe would obtain if 
honesty as a rule had nt prevailed in the 
administration of Government and of the 
law. In this same connection, Prof. Surrn 
shrewdly observes another barrier to dis- 
honesty in the publicity which is given to it 
through the press and the vigorous manner 
in which it is denounced, In England pub- 
lie dishonesty is covered up, and when it 
does come to the surface it produces a sen- 
sation, while in this country of the corrupt 
we always hear; the trampet of political 
rivalry tells their names loud enough.” 

Another element of strength in this coun - 
try, ‘‘ excessive non-intervention,” is so sin- 
gular to an Englishman, the policy of whose 
Government is always to grab, that Prof. 
Sarre is inclined to lay it at our doors as a 
serious charge, upon the ground that the 
American Republic is the tutelary Power of 
the New World, and would be of benefit to 
the weaker communities: by acting in that 
capacity. In this observation, however, he 
does not go to the of the matter. It

this it does not follow that we have not the 
same land-grabbing propensities as the Saxon 
race across, the water, which has grabbed 
Cyprus and the Transvaal and is now pre- 
paring to grab Afghanistan. If our Govern- 
ment were laid upon the same foundations 
as the English, if our methods of administra- 
tion were similar, if our were as well 
adapted to colonize without admitting to 
representation in the body politic, Prof. 
Surrn would have little occasion to compli- 
ment us upon our forbearance, or to charge 
us with neglect of duty in the matter of 
tutelage. If Cuba, Hayti, Mexico, and 
Canada were unoccupied regions, they would 
have been incorporated long ago, and settled 
with a population capable of assimilating 
with us and in sympathy with democracy, and 
their condition would have beeu infinilely 
better than it is now. Haytian negroes, 
Mexican greasers, and unfriendly Canadians 
with Royal bees in their bonnets, are not the 
kind of stuff out of which American citizens 
are made. Inthe necessity which compels 
us to keep people who will not assimilate 
out of the body politic lies the salvation of 
our system, as otherwise we should probe- 
bly keep on grabbing until we had absorbed 
everything from Alaska down to Patagonia, 
and finally break of our own weight and go 
to pieces. 

So far as universal suffrage is concerned, 
the recommendations of Prof. Surg may be 
summed up in the application of a property 
test in cities and an educational test in 
towns and small villages. There is nothing 
new in these rémedies. They have often 
been urged by our own political philoso- 
phers, but it is questionable whether they 
would be generally efficacious. When it is 
remembered that the most astoand- 
ing frauds in our history, those in 
the recent election in South Carolina, 
were committed by men who wonld pass 
both these tests, it does not look very en- 
couraging for the preventive character of the 
remedies suggested. There is no doubt that 
suffrage, espegially in the hands of industrial 
exiles of the lowest sort and untrained im- 
migrants easily made. the tools of dema- 
gogues, is fraught with evil; but the situa- 
tion is not without hope. In the abundance 
of land, in commercial expansion, in the 
general intelligence of the people, and in 
the spread of education and the more vigor- 
ous punishment of political as well as official 
crimes, there is hope for the future.

Mr. — D. WasHBuRN, Congressman- 
elect from Minnesota, has permitted himself 
to be interviewed in New York, and among 
other statements has delivered a rather in- 
consistent utterance on the subject of silver 
coinage. He seems inclined to the double 
standard, but thinks the silver dollar ought 
to be made as nearly equal the value of the 
gold dollar as possible.

He would also have 
remembered that the American silver dollar 
contains relatively 3 per cent more builion 
than the silver coins of any other nation 
where both metals are used as money. He 
would have reflected that an enlargement of 
the silver dollar now to equal the bullion 
value of the gold dollar would result in the

disappearance of all the silver coin from the 


country at the first rise in the value of the 
silver bullion. He would have come to the 
conclusion that a scheme of monthly, week- 
ly, or daily recoinage of silver, incident to 
following exact gold values, would be utterly 
impracticable, and that a suggestion thereof 
is very absurd. Mr. Wasnnusx should look 
before he leaps.

THAT IRON-CLAD COMPACT. 

The Chicago Railroad Association,” which is 
composed of the General Ticket and Passenger 
Agents of the roads centering in this city, will 
hold anuther meeting Saturday to take turtber 
action in regard to the proposed compact which 
bas been in the course of preparation for some 
time past. This compact is to completely re- 
form the passenger department and do away 
wita all the evils that bave heretofore agitated 
this branch of the business. Its provisions are 
so stringent that the the person violating it 
must surely come to grief, the penalty for a 
violation thereof being a fine of $1,000, and the 
complainant. who successfully establishes his 

se will get half of this amount, while the rest 

il inure to the benefit of the Asso 
ciation. The Committee lappointed at the 
last meeting to put the finishing 
touches to this extraordinary document, which 
is to bring about the milienuium in the passen - 
ger business aud save millions tothe compa- 
nies, has completed its task, and a copy of it 
has been furuished the General Managers of the 
various roads to have it approved. Although 
great precautions have been taken to prevent 
the important document from falling into the 
hands of the press before its fina) passage. yet 
Tus Tripunzis enabled to lay it before its 
readers. It provides as follows: 


The several companies constituting the Chi- 


eago Railroad Association” fot the purpose of mu- 
tual protection against speculation in railway 
tiexets to tae detrimentof the general railway 
interest, as well as of the particular roads affected 
théreby, and to prevent ruinous competition, as 
well as to reduce expenses in conducting the pas- 
senger traffic in the City of Chicago, do hereby 
ree: 

That this instrument, when signed by the repre- 
sentatives of the passenger department of the sev- 
etal companies parties hereto, and 9 by the 
General Managers of such companies, shall have 
all the force of a covenant or obligation under 
seal. That fro no more than 150 pounds 
of baggage shall be carried free on each full passage 
ticket, or pounds on each balf-ticket; nor 
shall any amount in excess of the above-named 
number of pounds be carried for less than the full 
excess baggage tariff adopted by the Association, 
to be bona da paid by the party forwbom such 
bagyage is carried, and retained by the party carry - 
i the same, for the use aud bebalf thefeof, 
without recourse, That all contracts for a greater 
amount of baggage than above stated shall ter- 
minate on the date first named: Provided that ad- 
vance agents of show companies mav be permitted 
to carry pounds of show bills free. 

That from no passage ticket of any con- 
stitaent 8 hereto shall be placed on sale in 
any but the regular ticket offices of the respective 
companies in the City of Chicago, and each com- 
pany shall designate such offices as it will main- 
tain on or before the Provided. that should 
any company designate more offices than any other 
company, euch company shall either be required 
to close the excess in number ip such offices or the 
other companies may be allowed to open enough 
additional offices to equaiize the number so desig- 
nated ar aforesaid. No one but regular salaried 
ticket-agents shall be employed in such offices, and 
such agents shall not be permitted to farm out the 
basiness of selling tickets to any person or persons 
outside of such offices. 

That the payment of commissions in the City of 
Chicago by any of the constituents of this compact, 
or anything equivalent thereto by whatever name 
it shall be designated, or for any kind of service in 
the passenger line other than the regular salariea 
agents, is absolutely prohibited by these presents. 
1575 also understood and agreed tht this provision 
includes a prohibition of all fees or gratuities of 
whatever form to any outside men of any descrip- 
tion, whether hotel-porters, hack-drivers, express- 
men, or omnibus-men, curbstone-men, or any 
class or individuals whomsoever, other than regu- 
lar salaried agents of the respective companies, 
and exclusiveiy employed thereby and for actual 
service in the passenger department of the road 80 
paying him or them. (This does not include pay- 
ments made to Parmalee’s Omnibus Line for trans- 
fer of passengers and baggage between the severai 
depots in the City of Chicago, but does include any 
payment or gratuity to the employes of said line. ) 

Tnat after the date first above named uo free 
passes, free tickets, or any other form of free 
transportation shall be furnished any person or 
persons whomsoever, for any kind of service in the 
passenger department, or to influence travel in 
faver of the several lines parties hereto. (This 
provision has reference only to matters within the 
City of Chicago.) The regular tariff tates estab- 
lished by the Association shal! not be deviated from 
by any party hereto, nor anything be done or fur- 
nished to any patron of the several parties hereto 
which shall be the equivalent of a reduction of 
rates in payment for tickets,-——charity cases, so 
specified on the face of ticket, or special rates pre 
viously upon in writing between tne chiefs 
of department of all the lines interested in the 
case, alone excepted. 

This agreement being predicated upon the desire 
and fixed purpose of ai] parties thereto to reform 
all abuses existing in the conduct of passenger 
business in the City of Chicago, each one pledges 
an honest endeavor to perform all the stipulations 
herein, according to the spirit as well as letter 
thereof, and to refer all cases of alleged departure 
therefrom on the part of any of the constituents 
to the Association for investigation and adjudica- 
tion, and no one shal! withdraw therefrom until all 
causes of complaint said party shal) have. or claim 
to have, shall have been submitted to the Associa- 
tion and it shall have decided the same contrary to 
what said party shali deem justice, or shall neglect 
to hear and determine the same. 

It is provided that all applications for reduced 
rates for any special occasion, in any wise affecting 
rates to or from Chicago and auy points on the 
lines of the several toads, parties hereto shal! be 
referred to the ** Ch Railroad Assocjation,” 
ora Committee thereof, regularly appoimted, and 
its decision thereon de final. rov „that 
in emergencies involving the carrying of parties to 
or from Chicago, non-competing points, either of 
the constituents hereto making any reduction from 
the tariff shall report the same to the Association 
at ite next meeting, and in case of disapproval by 
the same. the act shall not be repeated. 

In all cases where the railway connection of the 
roads parifes hereto shall do any act contrary to 
the letter or spirit of this compact, to influence 
travel in ite favor, in the City of Chicago, the As- 
sociation and each of its constitacnis shall 
in good faith endeavor, by ali 
mate means, to cause such pa 
desist therefrom and comply with the terms of this 
compact, and shail act in all cases for the joint and 
several interests of all the members of said Associ- 
ation as against all outside parties. 

Rules of procedure in ali cases which can arise 
under this compact shall be made by the Chicago 
Railroad Association, and published in connection

constantly fluctuating rate of railroad trans- 
portation keeps values of commodities about 
as unsettled as does a fluctuating currency. It is 
true the effect is not as general, being confined 
to certain lines, which, however, are so numer- 
ous as to be of great importance to 
the public. Manufacturers especially find it 
very difficult to figure on the cost of goods, de- 
vending upon the rate of railroad transporta- 
tion as a of their cost. While we do not 
believe in fixing rates of freight by special leg- 
islation, we do believe it possible for Congress 
to adopt a policy of legislation that will have 
the effect to regulate rates and abate the evil of 
whieh we complain. We heve thought that if 
railroads were required to abide by rates they 
make tor a given time—say one year—that there 
would be more care observed and less liability 
to cut for an object which, when aceumplished, 
is followed by an advance usually as much out 
of prope tion to ; reasonable rate as was the 
cut. Congress hag entered upon a wise and 
veryzimportant policy to the commerce and 
prosperity of the country. In efforts in this 
direction may Congress “ live long and prosper.”

have done their duty: 

It shall be unlawful for any railroad to make any 
contract. or enter into any stipulation with any 
other railroad company runningin the same gen- 
eral direction, by which either company shail, di- 
rectly or indirectly, agree to divide in any man- 
ner or proportion the joint earnings upon the 
whole or any part of the freight transported over 
such roads, and any violation of this provision 
shall render the railroad violating the same liabie 
to a penalty of 65. 000 foreach month for which 
such earnings were divided, to be recovered for 
the use of the permanent school fund of the State. 

This law was passed in 1871, and has been con- 
temptuously nullified and violated ever since. 
The penalties now accrued are more than a mill- 
ion dollars.

AMUSEMENTS. 


THE SECOND WILHELMJ CONCERT. 
The second concert attracted a much larger 
audience than that which greeted the great vio- 
linist at his first appearance last week. Though 
it was largely made up cf musicians and con- 
noisseurs in music, there was a very fair repre- 
sentation of the general musical public. The 
impression which he made at his first conce 
was still more emphatic last evening, inagmuc 
as his programme numbers were of a higher 
class, and appealed to his audience upon mu- 
sical rather than merely technical merits. The 
first number was the Beethoven Concerto in 
D, which was first performed in public by 
Franz Clement, the principal violiniat of 
the Theatre au der Wien, in 1806, just 
seventy-two years ago this present month. It 
may not be uninteresting to know that,;while it 
was written in great baste, and subsequently re- 
vised, it was played at sight by Clement. It 
was not published until 1800, and, alter that 
time, Beethoven arranged it as a piano concerto. 
After its performance it rested until revived by 
Joachim. It is in three movements, A/ ro ma 
non 3 Largheto, aud, Kendo, but Wil- 
helmj played only the Auro. More couid 
hardly have been expected with only a thin 
piapo accompaniment where orchestra is in- 
tended, but for this much there is reason to be 
thankful. Of its performance little need be 
said except that at last it has deen 
possible to hear the Concerto, though 
only in fragment and without its full ac- 
companiment, and such a possibility is good 
enough to last a lifetime. The cadenza which 
he played was his own. In fact, it is likelv to 
remain so, for few violinists will be likely to 
attack it, especially if they have heard Wil- 
helmj. It 1s not only of great beauty apd brill- 
lancy. but it possesses a brekdth, dignity, and 
grandeur of style that are admirably in keeping 
with the body of the original movement. 
Much as one may regret losing the opportunity 
of hearing this great work with orchestra, to 
have heard even one movement played by such 
a master is something to be remembered. His 
second number was his owu paraphrase of the 
Preis Lied,“ from Wagner’s *‘ Meisterseenger.”’ 
In the conception of the sentiment of 
this noble theme, as well as in 
iis execution, he carried it through 
to the very last note with a simplicity and se- 
verity that would only characterize a great 
artist; not a trick anywhere, not atone siigut- 
ed. How long would it be before Wagner would 
have plenty of converts if be hada few more 
such aposties to preach his doctrines of the u- 
ture? For the encore he gave the Chopin Noc- 
turne of his own transcription, which be played 
at the first coveert, and closed the programme 
with Erust's briliiant Otello Fantasie, in 
which he once more showed his far-reaching 
ability, which, even in bravura music, sets oue 
to thinking about something besides mere tech- 
nique, bursts of force, or spurts of display. 

Tits support, so far as Mme. Carreno 
Sic. Tagliapictra were concerned, was excel- 
lent. The former plaved his accompaniments 
for the Concerto aud Wagner number delight- 
tuily, and tor her own numbers the Secund 
Rhabsody of Liszt, the Dulcken arrangement 
of the Boccherini Minuet and a Chopin Waltz. 
if the Rhapsody lacked some in breadth and 
force, no fault need be found with the two 
lighter pumbers, especially the Minuet, which 
was played with extreme elegance. Sig. 
Tagiiapietra saug an exquisite song of Wi- 
helm)j’s, lo t'amo, aud the Provence aria 
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the popular applause, 
that he is like a giant among his — 
fo accomplish great, earnest work in art re- 
uires a great, earnest man lifted above his 
cllows,—a man with a man’s force and power 
in wind and body. To such aman the smallest 
things are of importance. Does the listener 
remember that the broad work of the Beethoven 
music, the simple, tender littie aria of Bach, 
the bravura difiiculties of Ernst, were all cast 

in the same great, trug, earnest mold! 

It is pleasant to be able to announce that an 
engagement has been made by Dr. Ziegfeld, 
President of the College of Music, who was 
a fellow-studept with Wilbeimj in the Letp- 
sic Conservatory, by which the great violinist 
will appear at the first Syuphony concert, Dec. 
30, which will be given by the Chicago Urches- 
tra, under the direction of Mg. Rosenbecker, 
Mr. Liebling yielding bis place until the second 
concert. This will. not onty give great eclat to 
the concert, but it will iuroish the pubiic an op- 
portunity to hear Wilhelmj in the place worthy 
of his great talents, namely, in conjunction with 
orchestra, where he will be evabled to produce 
the larger works which are so frequently belit- 
tied by piano accompaniment. It is a graceful 
tribute to Mr. Roseubecker that Wilhelm] 
should have consented to change his route sw as 
to appear here on that oceasion, and will make 
the concert au event to be eagerly anticipated. 
We uoderstand that the new Raff concerto will 
de one of his numbers.

THICHINE. 


Interesting Report Made to the Com- 
missioner of Health. 


Eight Per Cent of Hogs Infected with This Com- 
paratively Harmless Parasite. 


Commissioner De Wolf, of the City Health 
Department, some time ago sent the following 
communication to Dr. Atwood, Vice-President 
of the State Microscopical Society, and Dr. Bel- 
field, Demonstrator of Physiology at Rush 
Medical College and Assistant Pathologist at 
the County Hospital, concerning the existence 
of trichine in pork, and yesterday he received 


the annexed report: 

Orrice Halm Derartuent, Caicaeo, Sept. 
15. 1878. —Mesere. HW. . Atwood and William 7. 
Beifeld, M. D.—GuentLemun: I am doing what I 
can with the means at my command to detect and 
consign to the rendéring vate all meats exposed for 
sale or designed for our markets which are unfit 
for food. ore than 200. 000 pounds have thus 
been disposed of to date, the present year. I am 
anxious regarding the question of trichine in 
pork, because of the peculiar difficulty of ite de- 
tection by the unaided eye of our inspectors. Will 
it be possible for you to make for me a acientific 
and authoritative examination of the question 
whether our pork — 4 is affected with this para- 
site, or to what extent? 

If an examination can be made, I will see to it 
that the material is on hand whenever wanted; and 
if trichine is found, will you please favor me with 
a report concerning the following points: 

To what extent are these parasites dangerous to 
health ur life’ 

Are trichinous animals generally out of health? 

Can reliance oe placed upon thorough salting or 
smoking of meat as destructive to trichine! 

Are there any practical means by which our 
Meat Inspectors can detect the parasites in @ car- 
cases of meat? 

Such an account of the natura) history of the 
parasite aa will interest the pubiic.

Oscar C. De Wolf, M. D., Commissioner of Health 
— Dran Sin: In compliance with your request we 
have made a series of careful examinations of pork 
with reference to trichine, and have the honor to 
submit the following report: 

The samples bave been brought to us each day. 
Specimens of pork have been procured from each 
of the packing and siaughtering establishments in 
the city and at tue Stock- Lords. In accordance 
with our instructions he took from each hog two 
pieces, one from the tenderloin (psoas muscic), the 
other from the ham. We have examined each even- 
ing samples from two and sometimes three anti- 
mals, our method being ae follows: Thin, longi- 
tudimal sections were cut from the muscle 
and immediately transferred to the live- 
box, either in water, glycerine, or a mix- 
ture of acetic acid, giycerine, and water. 
Thev were then examined ona Bulloch binocular 
instrument with a three-quarter inch Bausch and 
Lamb oovjective and A oculars, giving au amplifi- 
cation of about seventy-five diameters. Most of 
the sections were examined by each of. us indé- 
pendently ; hence we feel reasonably confident that 
no triching escaped our notice. From the 100 hogs 
we examined 1,927 sections, or nearly twenty 
from each hog. 

We had intended examining upwards of 1,000 
animals, but on account of your urgent request for 
an early report, and because the average of in- 
fected ones was so uniform, we have consented te 
give results arrived at on the first hundred. 

RIGHT OF THE ONE HUNDRED HOGS 

were infected, the ninth, twenty-fifth, fifty- 
third, fifty-fourth, sixty-third, seventy-sixth, and 
ninetieth hoes containing trichine. Some were 
badly infected, while in others comparatively few 
parasites were found. In all cases the hams 
were apparently free from trichingz, those we found 
being always contained in the psoas muscle. In 
the twenty-ninth hog we found the smallest num 
ber, there being not more than thirty-five to the 
cubic inch, while the specimen from the ninetieth 
bog contained, by a careful estimate, nut less than 
13, 000 in the same bulk. 

In reply to your — as to whether trichin- 

ous hogs are generally 

OUT OF HEALTH, 
we would say that nothingin our observation or 
study would prompt us toansWerip the attirma- 
tive. [tia the normal condition of an anima! to 
harbor one or more varietice of parasites. Mr. 
Van Beueden states in his work on Animal Para- 
sites and Messmates. speaking of parasites in 
general: They are not more abundant in delicate 
individuals than im those who enjoy the must 
robust 3 On the contrary, all wild animals 
harbor ir perasitical worms, and the greater 
part of then? have not lived long in captivity before 
nematode and cestode worms completely disap- 
bear. Moreover, to satisfy ourselves and 
to demonstrate other facts, we commenced 
at an early stage in our work to feed trichinous 
pork to a white rat, then three weeks old. He re 
ceived a liberal supply of this pabulum from every 
sample that we found infected. The animal grew 
rapidly, and always enjoyed the best of health. his 
excellent condition being a subject of remark by 
visitors at our laboratory. Qn Nov. 17 we killed 
the animal, whose muscles were found to be liter- 
ally alive with trichius, from ten to thirteen ap- 
pearing in every ficid. Every muscle was infect- 
ed. from the tip of his nose to the end of his tail. 
This we think answers your question in the nega- 
tive. 
You ask. Are there any practical means dy 
which our meat inspectors can 

DETECT THE PARASITE 
in a carcass of meat? We would reply that the 
microscope is the only infallibie means. To the 
unaided eye the infected meat presents no peculiar 
appearance ufilesa the parasites be present in ex 
cessive aumbers. The German Government has 
for some years made a microscopic examination of 
pork a necessary preliminary to its exposure for 
sale. The parasite is not destroyed by 
thorough saiting and smoking. as (lis 
evidenced by the fact that most of the 
cases of trichinosis in the Western country are 
traceable to raw smoked hams. To ascertain 
whether or not an infected ham could be rendered 
harmless, we instituted a series of experiments in 
the phys:ological laboratory of Rush Medical Col- 
lege. Asa result of these we found that in sul- 
phurous ucid we huve an agent which not only 
instaptiy kille the worms, but readiiy permeates 
the entire ham, and is as readily expelled. Owing 
to the cheapness of thie article, the addition of a 
sufficient quantity of it to the pickle would ada but 
a trifle to the expense of curi * 

In view of the results of our investigations, 
SEVERAL IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 
suggest themselves. First, why is the percentage 
of infected hogs so nch rreater tnan it was eight 
years ago! At that time a committee of the Cni- 
cago Academy of Sciences examined a large num- 
ber of hogs and found buat 2 percent infected. We 
are unable, at present, to offer any satiefactory 
soletion of this question. Second, why is the 

reentage of infected hogs so much greater 

ere than in Germany’ Engelbrecht states 
that of J18,236 hogs examined between October, 
1866, and April, 1873, but seventy were found to 
contain trichine. These examinations were made 
by Government officials in the Duchy of Brunswick. 
We are unable to explain the greater prevalence of 
the parasite in America, butare at present conduct- 
ing experiments which we hope may lead to a solu- 
tion of this problem. 

The third and practically most important query 
is this: Since 8 per cent of our bogs are trichin- 
ous, 

WHY ARE CASES OF TRICHINOSIS so RARE? 
We would advance these propositions: First, that 
in most instances the meat is previously subjected 
to thorough cooking. whereby the worms are killed. 
Second, that in consequence of the close re- 
semblance of the symptoms of trichinosie to those 
induced by other causes, notably typhoid-fever, 
is it not probable that m some instances it has been 
mistaken for other complaints’ Third, that the 
ingestion of a certain number of hving tnchine 
is followed by no unpleasant effects. In proof of 
this we adduce the case of the white rat above 
described, whose carcass, weighing when dressed 
one ounce, contained not less than one hundred 
thousand worms. Moreover. in cases where an 
entire family has partaken of trichinous pork, 
while some members have experienced serious. 
perhaps even fatal, illness, others have escaped 
with little or no indisposition. 

So firm was our confidence iu the harmlersness 
of a few trichine that one of ug (Dr. Belfield) ate 
on Nov. 20 a portion of the rat referred to, which 
was demoustrated under the microscope to contain 
twelve living trichium. At this date no unusual 
»ymptoms have resulted from his Oriental diet. 

That the prevalence of triching in the human 
family is more extensive than 1s generally sup- 
posed, is proven by the researches of Turner, Wag- 
ner, Virchow, and others, as stated by Ziemssen. 
These observers found that from 2 to 3 per cent of 
bodies in which there was no suepicion of the 

resence of the rasites contained trichine. 

‘his, too, was in Europe, where the worm is of 
less frequent occurrence than in this country. 
Indeed, there seems to be no limit to thejnum der of 
trichine that a man may sustain with im- 
punity; for in numerous instances the bodies 
of patients never suspected of having 
suffered from trichinosi«, have been found, post 
mortem, to contain enormous numbers of these 
worms. Doubtiess in these cases trichine were 
mgested at several different periods, only a com- 
paratively small number having been swallowed on 
any single occasion. 

WITH KEGARD TO THE NATURAL HISTORY 
of the parasite, we would briefly state the iollow- 
ing facts: The presence of the worm in the hog is 
ascribed by. most authorities on the subject to in- 
fected rats which he mav have devoured. is be- 
hef weare not inclined to accept, though we are 
not as vet in possession of sufficient data for sus, 
taining our theory. Wherever the parasite origi- 
nates, it usually enters the human stomach encap- 
sulated in pork. Its condition is then analogous 
to the pupa state of the insecta. The cyst consisis 
of a connective tissue envelope inclosing mincral 
matter, which consists largely of the phosphate 
and carbonate of calcium. This 16 not unlike an 
evg-shell, except that the connective tissue is 
external, while in the egg the integument 

the calcareous matter. 

juice causes the 

disintegration of the cyst, the pepsine digesting 
the convective tissue, the free acid decomposing 
the calcareons salts. To ascertain the 2 re- 
uired for this process, we procared some juice 
rom the stomach of a deg by means of a gastric 
fistula. Thin sections were placed in a live- box. 
covered with thie fluid, and a temperature of 100 de- 
grees was maintained. Tue worms were observed to 
escape in from twenty to forty minutes. These 
worm do no other harm than the infliction of their 
progeny. which is effected within eight davs, each 
female producing a brood variausly estimated from 
200 to 1,200. ‘ihe adult paraviies te soon tuere-

Then follow the phenomena usually occasioned 
by the presence of a foreign body. irritation 
causes multiplication of nuclei. of 
formed material with — — fatty and final 
calcareous degeneration. Meanwhile the proliflca- 
tion of cells results in the formation of a connect- 
ive tissue envelope. The animal is thus inclosed 
in a living tomb, which be never leaves unless liv- 
erated by the gastric juice of animal. In 
this condition he remains u for an in- 
detinite time, stated dy certain authorities to be 
sometimes as much as twenty years. 

In concluding our report, it may not be amiss to 
empbasize the i 
NBCESSITY OF THORGDGH COOKING OF PORK 
as a preparation for the table, Since the parasite is 
killed at a temperature far below that of boiling 
water. It is far from our intent and desire to be 
classed among the alarmists, asis evidenced by the 
statement of our belief in the Comparative harm- 
leseness of the parasite,—an Opinion at variance 
with that usually expressed by ptevions writers on 
the subject. These investigations have been con- 
aucted in a truly scientific spirit, and we state our re- 
sults af — actually occurred. Thesecular press of 
this, as well as of other cities, is prone to publish 
sensational articles emanating from udo eci- 
entists on adulterations of food, state of che drink- 
ing-water, andother subjects of an allied nature. 
This is to be sincerely dep for in the minds 
of thinking men it leads to distrust of the motives 
governing such investigations; while to the non- 
thinkers it does no good, but, on the contrary, 
leads them to conjure in their minds images of 
most terrible creatures in and upon our everyday 
articles of food. It gives us pleasure to dnd that 
the results of our work will tend to diminish rather 
than toincrease the already exaggerated distrust 
popularly entertained for an article of dict so 
staple, and one that occupies so important a po- 
sition in the commerce of gur great city, as pork.

RELIGIOUS, 


THE METHODISTS, 

The Methodist ministers held their usual 
weekly meeting yesterday forenoon in their 
room on Washington street, and the majority 
of them were present. 

‘Tne Rev. Mr. Youker made an inquiry as to 
the law in relation to the system of marrying. 
He said couples came to his study to get mar- 
ried, and he had to go out and find two persons 


‘to alt as witnesses before he couid perform the 


ceremony. He understood that other ministers 
were getting along without that trouble, and, 
if i. was lawful, he would do likewise. 

A minister said there was a fine of $100 in the 
law that could be imposed for its violation. 

The Rev. Messrs. Williamson and Youker 
were appointed a committee to call on the 
County Clerk and learn from him the require- 
ments of the law in the matter. 0 

The pernicious influence ot certain classes of 
literature on the minds of the young, and the 
remedy therefor, was, substantially, the subject 
of a lengthy paver by the Rev. A. W. Patten, 
pastor of the Wabash Avenue M. E. Church, 
and it elicited the liveliest interest from those 
present, and considerable discussion at the close 


of its reading. 
Dr. Patten began his paper with the following 


quotation from Plutareh: 

Books answer every question Iask them. Some 
relate to me the events of the past ages, while 
others reveal to me the secrets of Nature. Some 
teach me how to live, and otners how to die. 
Some, by their vivacity, ortve away my cares and 
exhilarate my spirits, while others give fortitude 
to my mind and teach me the important lesson how 
to restrain my desires and to depend wholly upon 
mveelf. They open to me, in short, the various 
avenues of all the arte and sciences, and upon their 
information I safely rely in all their emergencies. 

The paper touched upon the philosophy of 
reading in general, and then referred to per- 
nicious reading matter in the hands of the 
young,—its effects and the possible remedies 
for it; books, and their influence upon princi- 
ples, or opinions, and morals. The influence of 
novels, novelettes, fllustrated weekly papers, 
and obscene literature, and of the daily papers, 
was discussed. This kind of literature he char- 
acterized as damagihg in the extreme. He gave 
instances to show. the pernicious influence of 
sensational literature upon the young mind, 
and said that obscene literature was far worse. 
In regard to the latter, he quoted Anthony Com- 
stock to some len | 

Of the influence exerted by the daily newspa- 
pers he had the following to say: 

They aremno doubt 4 great biessing to civilization 
in many ways not to mention. But is it 
not true that, on the ether hand, there is much in 
them which tends to corrupt and debase society? 
Notice. rst. the flippancy with which almost 
every subject is tredted, leaving the impression 
that there is nothing really serions,—that life is 
one huge joke. There seems to be no respect for 
what is pure. and feverent, end holy” m many 
of the Gailv sheets. A light, trifhng tone runs 
through everything, —defaication:, national sins, 
murders, suicides, seductions, alize are presented 
with a emirk, a grimace, a die in the ribs, as if the 
horrid spectacle of a world's woes and crimes were 
matter of amusement. Then notice the diegust- 
ing details of crime. See the attention given to 
a murderer,—the trial, the ways and means 
of crime, the life of the prisoner in his cell. 
the hanging,—every attitude. every utterance, — 
until hanging seems to be a martyrdom and murder 
is glorified. It is the same with suicide, abortion, 
the social evil, seduction; every detailis drawn out 
until the effect ie to palliate; and how can it be 
otherwise? The citizens of Hyde Park have re- 
cently had rendered in their favor a decision by the 
Supreme Court that they have a right to suppress 
the factories as a nuikance causing euch vile odors 
in their neighborhood, And can society have no 
redreas when a moral stench pervades the com- 
munity by the daily press? The plea is that the 
people demand news, Sut this vile stuff 
is not news. Moral sewage not news 
in any sense of the word. I know there is a sewer 
running through the city beneath ghe streets, but 
in order to be convinced of this I t want a load 
of the dirt dumped at my door. Look again at the 
relative amount of space given to crime. An ex- 
amination of the relative amount of 6 given by 
the daily newspapers tothe various xinds of cur- 
rent news—commercial, political, legal, legisia- 
tive. sportive, and  religious—wil) lead a dis- 
criminating observer to draw curious con- 
elusions as to the people's taste or the 
editors conception of that tase. Recently 
a leading daily, which is proud of its enterprise 
and the fullness of ite news columns, devoted 
about twice the space to a prize-fight that it aid to 
the anniversary of a national religious society. 
The papers have the ability to elevate the public 
morais if they will. Tne Sunday papers profess 
to be religious to some extent, but this is simply 
to gain favor. The quantity of religion to other 
matter is about a thimbleful toa hogshead. They 
print sermons also, buta low taste passes by the 
sermons and devours the sensations se elaborately 
recited. 

As a remedy for the pernicious literature, the 
reverend gentleman suggested a censorship of 
all books that came into the home, a judicious 
committee to scrutinize every book that goes 
into the Sunday-school library, the raising of 
the voice of the pulpit against the reading of 
pernicious books, aud the need of good, cheap 
reading. 

The Rev. Mr. Youker said he heartily indorsed 
the paper, but had failed to see the pernicious 
books in the Sunday-schools. 

Tue Rev. Dr. McChesney said his experience 
corroborated the statement of Dr. Patten, and 
he referred to several works that had been 
found in Sunday-schools that should not have 
been in them. He believed the great major- 
itv of books that were put into the 
Sunday-school libraries were not sub- 
jected to any scrutiny. There was a ten- 
dency to increase fictitious books,—a love was 
created for fiction instead of a relish for sober 
reading. Speaking of the Sunday papers, he 
said he had no attack to make on the press. 
The fact was, the Sunday papers were planoed 
to meet the demand. It was not a question 
what was done in the office, but what the effect 
was outside. The question was, Whatis to be 
done? [A minister Stop the newspapers.“ 
The speaker said mauy men stayed from church 
to read the newspapers. 

The Chairman said that a Superintendent of 
a Sunday-school had stated to him that he had 
been obliged to throw out forty books from bis 
library. ‘Three hundred Sunday newsvapers 
were read in a religious town eleven miles from 
Chicago.—a statement that provoked « smile 
from the ministers. 

The Rey. Mr. Caldwell gave an instance 
wherein a young lady in the Sunday-schooi of 
bis church had detected a pernicious work in 
the library. 

The Secretary, the Kev. T. P. Marsh, said it 
had often occurred to him, How shall our Sun- 
day-School Committee be efficient! It was not 
possible for the pastor to attend to the matter 
of scrutinizing books and give proper attention 
to his other duties. 

The Rev. Mr. Crafts said the 
secure good books, and sugges 
listing them.

THE SOUTH. 


A Review of the Work Done by Southern 
Legislatures. 
Special Dispatch.to The Tribune. 
ATLanta, Ga., Dec. 16.—The Christmas ad- 
journment of the Southern Legislatures 
affords time for a review of the work done 
during the winter-session. The notable feature 


is the solidifying of Democratie majorities, and 


the majorical disappearance of the negro ele- 
ment from the frout. The Georgia Legisiature 
had two negro members (one of whom was 
seated by a purely Democratic House over a con- 
testing Democrat), and only one white Repub- 
lican; the Alabama Legislature had hardly 
more; and the South Carolina Assembly only 
two. In Florida more than in any other Atlantic 
State have the Republicans held their ground, 
having about one-third of the two Houses, but 
the Republicans in the Legislature made no 
fight. The Georgia negroes voted for Gordon, 
and in Alabama a Republican was not mentioned, 
while in Carolina Hampton was unanimously 
elected to succeed Patterson. Houston, Ale- 
bama’s new Senator, is a strong man. 

The most rigid economy is noted in all the 
United States,—a good deal of demagogery 
being cloaked under the name of retrenchment. 
The Appropriation bill of Georgia shows a sav- 
ing of 4 per annum; in Alabama an 
econom ¥ $50,000 per annum ig scheduled; 
while in Carolina double that. will be 
saved. In Georgia eol Bureau 
suspended, and the existence of the Agricul 
Bureau was threatened. in each State the 
of tax-values bas fallen off considerable,—the 
decline being caused, however, by the general 
shrinkage of values; and the Legislatures have 
cut down expenses.to correspond to the 
The Matletn ter experiment bas bee

gested in all of the States. but adopted in . 
A bill introduced in Georgia was tabled for the 
session, its friends preferring to accept its post- 
nement rather than risk its defeat. In each 
te an important. lobby has been at work in 
favor of various registers. A law taxing dogs 
has been tried in three Legislatures, but was 
tabled in ail. } 

As a financial measure, Georgia has led off 
with some Southern 4 per cents, having ordered 
the issue of $500,000 of bonds bearing this rate 
of interest. The bonds will be issued in de- 
nominations of $5 each, and will be exactiv the 
size of a greenback bill. Each bond wil! have 
six coupons, one to be clipped annually. They 
will be ly issued as currency, and will fur- 
nish a sdfe interest-bearing investment to poor 
people. They will be rapidly taken at par, and 
will be issued in January. It is proposed to 
substitute 4 per cents for whole of Georgia's 
debt,—this $500,000 being issued toe take up 
bonds which mature in February. As the debt 
in interest 
will de enormous. The credit of the Southern 
States is steadily appreciating. 

Shrewd and watchful lobbies have been on 
hand in Georgia, Alabama, and South Carolina, 
in favor of the Texas Pacific and the Southern 
Pacific Railroads. Each hoped to have the Leg- 
islatures instruct Congressmen, eic.; but in no 
case were t@c instructions passed. A bill intro- 
duced in Ala a, instructing fos the Texas 
Pacific, was referred. In Georgia a bill passed 
the House largely, but was killed in the Senate.

THE NEW CITY-HALL. 
SUMMARY OF THE SEASON’S WORK. 

The snow-storms of ihe last week have inter- 
fered materially with the progress of the-work on 
the new City-Hail, and it is hardly likely that 
much work will be done on that structure this win- 
ter. As ſast as the walls are leveled up they are 
boarded over so as to protoct them from the weath- 
er, and in a few days there will hardly be the trace 
of a workman about the premises. The working 
eeac4n thus being at an end, and the building hav- 


inc gotten as far as it will this year, it may not be 
» uninteresting to the tax 


vers. whose money has 
gone into the edifice, to Warn just how much has 
been done aad what it has cost. 

The city’s half is not as pretentions—not as 
handsome—a building as the county wing, but it 
hasthe great merit of being constructed much 
more cheaply, though with equal svlidity and 
duramhity. The complaints which were made 
before any stone was vet about the difference in 
color between the Lemont and Bedford have sud- 
denly stoppea, and now thut one story is up, and 
that there is an opportunity for the eye to make a 
comparison, nobody «aye anything on the subject; 
and ut is difficult fer a person, unless examining it 
with an intention to discover, to see such an ex- 
traordinary variation in color between the two 
buildings. One misses on the city’s side. ver- 


haps, the richness of oraamentation which dis- 


tinguishes the county building, but one bardly ob- 
serves that unless one looks for it, so didicult is it 
to find a point of view from which the two halves 
can be compared. 

. THE FIGURES. 

The building proper was begun about the middle 
of May,-—that w, the work upon the portion above 
the foundations was commenced at that time. At 
the present moment the structure has reached the 
hight of ove and one-quarter stories, —the basement 
story beine complete, as far as iron, stone, and 
brick are concerned, and the tirst or main story 
being about one-fourth completed. As near as 
can be ascertained by a careful estimate made by 
those in charge of the work tnere have 
been laid 2,700,000 brick, 30,000 cubic fect 
of stone, and 964,000 pounds of ron. 
The latter item compricees 564, 000 pounds of 
rolied-iron and 200 tons of castings. The cost of 
the brick actually contained im the structure is 
$24, 300, or SY per 1. 000: that of the tron $34, 000; 
and that of the cut-stone about $06, 670. —making 
a total of 8123. 979 as the cost of labor and material 
put in since the middle of last May. 

But to fairly comprehend the amount of miterial 
and labor represented in tne building as it now ap- 
pears, a statement as to the foundations should be 
made. According to the data kept by Mr. Cleave- 
jand, Superintendent of Buildings, there are in the 
foundations:

While the building has cost $195,403, that 
amount of money has act been'paid out. The in- 
cidentals and foundations ‘have been paid for in 
full, but ou the price of brick, stone, and iron 
work 15 per cent, or $15,596.85, has been held 
pack, according to the spevifications of the several 
contracts. Therefore 5170, 800. 15 has actually 
been paid out for the work, 

There will be little mort done this year. The 
few stones that are lying around wil! be put into 
place, and then all win oe covered up till spring 
arrives. , 

The county half lacks now only one story of com- 
pietion.

With al! its faults of extras and extravagant prices, 


it is certainly a very hajidsome building. The 
Clark-street front is an exceedingly fine one, and 
doesn’t fall to attract the attention of all passers- 
by.

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CUSTOM-HOUSE CASES. 
NO PLEAS: YET. 

There wasn't any pleadingin the Custom-Honse 
cases yesterday afterall. At the time for the open- 
ing of Judge Biedgeti's in the morning, there were 
present Judge Lawrence, for the Government, and 
Thomas Hoyne, with A. G. Mills, his client, and 
George Prussing, who was apparently unprovided 
with an attorney. The court was late in opening, 
and it e00n transpired that the delav was caused 
by the fact that the Judge was holding a brief levee 


in chambers with Charley Reed. The wmorn- 
ing hour i away without anything 
being done. The subject of the con- 
ference in chambers was afterwards ascertained 
to be about as follows: Whether it was necessary 
for the indicted to appear iu person during the day, 
or by counsel; and whether it was necessary, ow- 
ing to the non-appearance of all, to furnish new 
ball. It was rather late in the day to raise such a 

vestion, but Charley Reed has just returned from 

fashington, and some allowance must be made 
for that. The upenot of the talk was, as nearly as 
can be ascertained, that Judge Blodgett decided 
that the indicted were not required to appear dur- 
ing the day, but some time during the term, and 
that the recognizances Would be good for 
their appearance whenever required. Mr. 
Reed and Mr. Hoyne, to whom the 
matter was communicated, were very prompt in 
stating that their clients would be in court whenev- 
er they were required to co when they would 
be prepared to renew their bail if that were neces- 


sary. 
In the afternoon, as the hands of the clock in 
the court-room pointed to 3, Judge Lawrence and 
Mr. Hovne, wita Mills in the rear, were observed 
to glide into the presence ofthe Judge, who forth- 
with requested a windy barrister to suspend a very 
interesting closing speech to the jury m order to 
hear what the gentlemen had to say. Judge Law- 
rence said he desired to have the defendants and 
their bondsmen called in order that he might take 
a formal default. Mr. Hoyne remarked that some 
of the defendants had already presented them- 
selves, and ail of them could be present at almost 
any time, although ne had expected that they 
would not be required during the day, as he under- 
stood the Government was not ready. The Court 
ordered that a formal default be entered, and 
added that when the defendants came they 
could give new recognigances. The weak- 
voiced c¢rier then proceeded to invite the 
absent bondsmen to produce the absent bodies of 
Jonh . Mueller and James A. Hill, or default 
would be taken. As neither the bondsmen nor the 
indicted manifested any inclination to respond to 
this voice from the spirit-iand, default was taken. 
Then the name of A. G. Mills was whispered on 
the air, and Mr. Hoyne remarked that, although 
Mr. Mills was in court, his case might stand with 
the others. And it stood so. Iu a similar way the 
rest were called and similarly disposed of, the 
Court remarking that their recognizances would be 
taken from day to day until the térm expired. The 
whole process was very technical and very formal, 
and solely for the purpose of enabling the Guvern- 
ment to reserve all its rigats and take a forfeiture 
of the recognizances in case the indicted are not 
on hand for trial. There is no idea that 
such a thing will be necessary, for, according to 
their counsel, they are all willing to come, when 
wanted, tothe last man. The fact of the matter 
is, the Government was ‘not ready yesterday to 
have these men come in and formally plead. Judge 
Lawrence bas just taken hold of tnese cases, and 
was of course unable to say when he should be 
ready totry them. It is understood that he will 
give the other side notice during the week to ap- 
pear in court, enter pleas, either personally or by 
counsel, and will then be prepared to say heit the 
cases will ve tried. As to the pleas, they will all 
be virtuous cxclamations of not guilty,’’ ana the 
attorneys can assume all the indignation necessary 
as well as could the indicted themselves 
were they here in person. As far as 
can be learned, nobody is going to 
move to quash the indictments. It is now under- 
stood that Emery A. Storrs, of this city, and Alex- 
ander Long, the great Democratic lawyer of Ein- 
einnati, will defend Mueller, and, according to 
Washington dispatches, Gen. Farnsworth will try 
to pull Potter through. | 
he form of the indictment in these cases seems 
to trouble the folks at New York and Washington. 
It was at first critieieed because it charged con- 
spiracy; but, according to a Washington dispatch 
in veaterday’s Tutguüuxk, some one at Wasuington 
is ‘* expressing regrets that the indictments were 
found for specific fraud insteau of con- 
spiracy, which is more difficult in a local 
sense to prove.“ A reporter showed this latest 
criticises’ of the big indictment to Assistant 
District-Attorney Thomson yesterday and asked 
him what he thought of it. His reply ie character- 
isticaliy brief and to the pomt: Tais indict- 
ment, said he, is for conspiracy; and probably 
those people at Washington who are so anxious 
about this thing. and so fearful these defendants 
will escape, will have more occasion for uneasiness 
than they now have when a verdict of guilty 
comes in on it.”

The Protestant Orphan Asylum organization held 
its regular annual meeting last night at the Asy- 
lum, No. 780 Michigan avenue, Mrs. E. G. Keith 
presiding.

Mr. C. W. Pierce, the Financial Secretary, re- 
orted that from Dec. 13, 1877, to Dec. 13, 1878, 
e had received in donations, board, etc., 90. 239, 
and had disbursed 88. 002, leaving a balance of 
$432 in the bank. 

The Nomipating Committee then presented the 
foliowmg list of officers, and it was adopted:

THE PANIC IN ENGLAND. 
4 the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuaicaco, Dec. 16.—Your New Torx letter in 
this day’s issue, with revort of an interview with 
Mr. Armour (Plankinton & Armour), contains 
matter of serious consideration as to the present 
position and future prospects of Great Britain. 
Coming from a solid business man like Mr. 
Armour, it is valuable, and contains facts which 
cannot be denied; but with regard to the deduc- 
tions which ne draws from these, 1 differ in 
many respects; also with regard to his caicula- 
tions as to future prosperity. 

Having been connected with the American 
trade ever since the wtroduction of American 
provisions into the British market, and being 
well pusted on the many fluctuations in the 
market far upwards of thirty years, my past 
experience leads me to believe that the present 
low prices for grain and provisions are ab- 
normal, and vot to be calculated on as a basis 
on which to ound a calculation for the future, 
and I look for a considerable reaction before 
long on general as well as special 
principles. It must ‘be borne’ in mind, 
in couvection with this view of the case, that 
the present rates for provisions are the lowest, 
quality being taken into account, that we have 
ever seen Within this period, and this witha 
larg. increase in the number of consumers in 
Great Britain, besides a growing Continental 
market, which for many years after the mtro- 
duction of American provisions into Great 
Britain did not exist; also several larger mar- 
kets in the West Indies, South America, etc., 
and our own Southern States. We know, also, 
that the present prices are not paying the West- 
ern farmers, even Where they have the land 
iree trom incumbrances at the lowest valua- 
tion. A tarmer has certain advantages over 
other consumers in growing the food he con- 
sumes, but he has other expenses—clothing, 
groceries, etc., in many cases with interest on 
mortgages, tastallmenots due on agricultural im- 
plements, etc. 1 periectly agree with 
Mr. Armour that the prices of Western 
farms, east of lowa,—I may add of tbe 
Missouri,—will have to come down to hard- 
pan,“ and I also believe that the Westeru farmer 
will bave to change and vary his cops, and 
get over his stereotyped idea of Wheat, corn. and 
hay. He bas much to learn, and I believe the 
West is ee able at the 2 moment of sup- 
porting ail our surplus „ Well as a large 
iullux of immigrants from the Old Worid.
